The sample of ore is nearly half sil- 


ver. The ledge is about ten miles 
from Manila. Many of the natives 
have learned something of the value 
of the ore veins of the country. A 
number of pieces of rich gold quartz 
ore were givcjn to the boys by the na- 
tive*. Chunks of gold ore have been 
exhibited in Deadwood which bristled 
with gold threads, flakes and nuggets, 
and it would be taken for Black Hills 
ore by the most experienced mining 
man. 
' 


Many of the Black Hills boys have 
remained in ,the Philippines for the 
purpose of being on the ground ready 
for the gold fields as soon as order IB 
restored. 
Several outfits have been 


organized which are in the gold fields 
around Manila. Some of the soldiers 
save small bottles of placer gold, 
which they panned out of the creeks. 
There seem to be large quantities of 
black sand which is full of bright yel- 
low gold.

week, is mere moonshine so long as 
the Alaskan boundary question re- 
mains unsettled.

ber Khoes lias increased greatly in com- 
paratively recent years, owing not 
alone to the increased population, bul 
to the more and more common use of 
rubbeis, and to the intiodnctiou of uew 
kinds and styles. And it is a common 
thing nowadays for persons to o\\n 
more tbtin one pair of inbberovershoes; 
as. perhaps, a pair of ordinary rubber 
shoes, and a pair of arctics, in some 
one of the \arious forms in winch arc- 
tic overshoes are now made, and some 
people have more than two pairs of 
rubbeis. having for instance rubbers 
to lit different shoes. 


Tn tlK'ir different kinds, styles anil 


"izcs American rubber shoes are now 
made, in more than a thousand varie- 
ties. They are none of them like the 
clumsy shoes ot olden times; tlie^y are 
all lighter and sightber, and ^vastly 
better adapted to their uses; and there 
are many of them, among those made 
for women's wear, that are quite thor- 
oughly graceful in design and artistic. 


Rubber shoes are made suited to the 


m.uket in various part* of the country, 
fitted to the shapes and styles of the 
t-hoes there worn, and rubbers suited 
to one pa it of the country might not 
do iu another. And there are overshoes 
made for special uses; as, for intanee, 
there is an arctic overshoe made e>pe- 
fially for the Northwestern lumber- 
men. whi« h he puts on aud wears over 
the foot of a high felt boot 
There 


are ovwtfhoes that sell well in some 
localities, but not at all in others; as, 
for instance, there is an arctic over- 
shoe made high on the ankle that for 
years has found favor in Boston, but 
not m Xew York, though the indica- 
tions now are that it may come into 
vogue here. 


It is an intersting fact that women's 


rubbers, until within two or three 
years, made on straight lasts, are now 
almost all of them, as men's rubbe* 
shoes have been for many years^ made 
In rights and lefts. 


The parts of the earth in which rub- 
bers in one form and another are com- 
monly sold arc those that lie in temper- 
ate and in colder climes, where they 
li-ive" rain, slush and snow and ice.

A Surprise To The English. 


London, Oct. 23. — The inevitable Is

speedily than, the English themselves 
sxpected. The 
details arriving of 


Saturday's dearly bought victory show 
that the Boer defeat was crushing, 
ind for ordinary troops, would be al- 
most decisive. It is impossible, how- 
ever, to estimate intelligently the ef- 
fect of the severe reverse upon the 
Boers, for it is a new experience for 
them. The simultaneous checks at 
Mafeking and Glencoe by forces much 
smaller than their own, cannot fail to 
modify seriously their plan of cam- 
paign. It is fully expected in this 
country that the Boers will now con- 
centrate all their efforts against Kim- 
berley,. with the possible capture of 
Cecil Rhodes as the chief incentive. 
There is no doubt that every Boer in 
the two republics will do and dare 
more to accomplish this than all other 
Dbjects combined, and if, perchance 
they should succeed it is safe to say 
that the life of the famous prisoner 
would speedily be forfeited. 
There is no longer much mystery 


about the British plans. In general 
the Instructions to the forces in Natal 
ind at Kimberley and Mafeking are 
to hold their own defensively until 
the arrival of Gen. Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler's army corps. Gen. Sir George 
Stewart White in Natal will probably 
receive wide discretion as to what ex- 
tent to follow up Saturday's victory. 
A.t last accounts his cavalry was still 
pursuing the Boers, but it would ap- 
pear foolhardy for him to risk a dash 
into the Transvaal with his present 
force. The bold commander might 
try to rush into Pretoria itself on the 
aeels of the panic-striken enemy, but 
the whole British policy in this cam- 
paign is slow and sure, and the fail

Flanagan and lock the child from 
ilm. The Sheriff then drove him 
back up the steps and into the cell at 
.he point of his pistol. 


Flanagan has been, confined in the 


lail here since last February, await- 
ing a new trial on the charge of mur- 
lering Miss Ruth Slack and Mrs.

An English physirlan claim to have

For this purpose h? uses a soft leather

The pa- 
tient rests on a divan in a dark room 
and in front of him is a sort of magic 
lantern, from which are projected at 
brief intervals various enjoyable pic- 
tures. In this way, it is claimed, th« 
eyes of the sick person are delighted, 
while at the same time !his ears ar« 
soothed by the vibrations of the phono- 
graph. 


As a result, weariness comes upon 
iiin and is soon followed by slumber, 
and it is while he is dozing in this 
manner that happy dreams are evoked, 
thanks to the phonograph and the ster- 
eopticon.

comes a deep sleep, which, we are as- 
sured, is always most beneficial. 


Several tests of this kind have been 


made with success, and it is said that 
not only are tired nerves refreshed by 
this method, but that the patient's body 
also rapidly increases in weight. That 
pleasant sounds and sights are soothing 
to the nerves we have all known for a 
long time, but that pleasant dreams 
have a tendency to make peisons fat 
will certainly be news to the general 
public.—Exchange.

She read in tho papers 
allegations that some' of the witnesses 
In the Adams case had been tampered 
with. This seemed to throw her into 
great alarm, and she confided to her 
neighbors that she was the real mur- 
derer of Mrs. Adams. 


"They intend," she said, "to try me 


and then kill me. but they will not 
do it."
